TURKISH REFORM AND FINANCE. 


The Porte has just informed the Powers of 
Europe, thtough the medium of the Austrian 
and Russian Ambassadors, that the partial 
execution of the reforms demanded has 
caused a deficit in the finances of Macedonia. 
It, therefore, proposes to raise the Customs 
duties from eight to eleven per cent., and 
Austria aud Russia have agreed to consent to 
this if the Porte will accept the scheme of 
financial reform which was put forward, and 
will employ the money as the Powers desire. 
If it is once realised in Europe that finance 
is the key of the whole Near Eastern Ques- 
tion itis possible that some advance may be 
made. It is the miserable state of the Otto- 
man treasury which has brought about the 
whole affair, and the extortions of the tax 
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officers and officials, the troops, as a rule, 
coming off with next to nothing. The conse- 
quence is that two parties are dissatisfied ; 
the peasants, who are exorbitantly fleeced, 
and the petty officials and soldiers who 
cannot get their pay, If once the Turkish

Works:— 

The question of raising the Assouan dam, and 
thereby increasing the volume of water stored 
in the reservoir, has, for some time, engaged 
the attention of the Irrigation Service. 

In my recent report upon the Upper Nile 
Basin, (1) I discussed Sir William Willoocks’s 
proposals regarding this point, and agreed with 
him in recommending that the’existing dam 
should be raised, so as to enable it to hold up 
water to R.L. 112, or six metres above the 
present maximum level permitted in the re- 
servoir. In the report in question, 1 gave my 
reasons.for making this recommendation, and 
need not, consequently, recapitulate them 
here. Before\making this proposal, I hed 
satisfied myself, through the calculations made 
by Mr. Webb and his engineers, that according 
to all accepted theories regarding dam construc- 
tion, the factor of satety was sufficient to permit, 
of the dam being raised to the height proposed, 
without risk of failure to the structure. 

I say “according to .all accepted theories 
regarding dam construction,” as, at the time 
when I wrote my report, and Mr. Webb work- 
ed out his calculations, neither of us had been 
informed that. any new theory regarding the 
stability of masonry dams had been put for- 
ward. We consequently applied, in this in- 
stance, that made use of by the International 
Commission of Engineers—appointed in 1894 
to examine the Nile reservoir projects—and 
ordinarily adopted in the case of dams, namely 
that, if the resultant of the forces lies well 
within the “middle third” of the base—so that, 
under the assumed theory, no tension will 
occur on the masonry—and if the weight of 
the dam is sufficient to guard against sliding, 
safety will have been assured.

The whole matter is one of great impor- 
tance to every one in Egypt, andI Have 
come to the conclusion that the best plan 
to follow is to take the public inté our con- 
fidence, so to speak, and to frankly state how 
the case. stands. 

Sir Benjamin Baker’s report, attached to 
this note, fully explains his views regarding 
the state of the existing dam, and the 
question of raising it. 

I think, however, that I had better go 
a little further in my explanations than he 
has done, and briefly relate the cireumstances 
which have it hit to advise us to 
suspend the raising of the Assouan dam for 
the present. 

I will consequently go back to. the beginning 
of the matter. The first intimation that we 
received of the existence of any new theories 
regarding the stability of masonry dams, was 
a private letter from Sir Benjamin Baker, 
dated October the 14th, 1904. This merely 
stated thata new theory had been brought 
forward by the mathematicians, and that the 
matter was under consideration. Farther cor- 
respondence followed ; with the result that — 
with the approval of the Egyptian Government 
—I requested Sir Benjamin Baker to come out 
to Ezypt, and—after a personal study of the 
effect of two years’ regulation on the Assouan 
dam—give us the benefit of his experience, 
and advise us as to what should be done. The 
result of his examination is the report attached 
to my present note. Before I discuss it, I will, 
very briefly, attempt to give an idea of what 
the new theory regarding dams actually is. 

It has been brought forward by Mr. L. W. 
Atcherley, Demonstrator jn applied mechanics 
to University College, London; and by Mr. 
Karl Pearson, F.R.S., Professor of applied 
mathematicsand mechanics ofthe same Institu- 
tion.

The very high reputation attained by both 
these gentlemen as mathematicians is suffi- 
cient warrant that any ‘theory advanced by 
them must merit the most serious attention.

THE DISCOVERY AT, T 
ROYAL TREASURES OF 
istx DYNASTY. 
Egypt has once more surprised vs with an 
archiological discovery of the first importance. 
Mr. Theodore M. Davis,whose discovery at the 
tombs of ‘Thothmes IV: and Queen Hatshepsu 
at Thebes has already been described in the 
“Times” of Nov. 24, 1904, has been patiently 
pursuing his: work of removing the mounds of 
débris in the Valley of the 'l'ombs of the Kings, 
nd has just made a discovery there such as 
not fallen to the lot ot any explorer since 
ngypt was opened to European research. He 
has found a tomb which has never been visited 
or plundered since the age of the 18th Dynasty, 
and is still filled with the royal treasures of 
atime when Egypt was the mistress of the 
East and the source of its supply of gold. 

On Sunday, February 12, his workmen came 
cross the descending steps of a tomb, midway 
between the well-known sepulchres of Ramses 
IV. and Ramses XII. At the toot of the steps 
was a door cut in the rock and blocked with 
large stones. One or two of these having been 
removed,a buy was sent through the opening,aud 
quickly emerged with a guily-painted wand of 
office in,one hand and the yoke of a chariot, 
thickly plated with gold,in the other. Theopeniug 
was thereupon widened, and Mr. Davis himoelt 
stepped into the space beyond. ‘here he found 
himself at the head of another flight of rock- 
cut steps, 20 in number, at the end of which 
was asecond door, also blocked vith stones. 
Here, however, the outer face of the stones 
wag still plastered with the mud on which 
were impressions of a Royal seal with rows of 
fettered captives, while*6n one of the lower 
steps the two basins of coarse red ware were 
lying, dut of which the mud plaster had been 
taken. Higher up, on one of the steps, was a 
superb pectoral scarab, while on another step 
was a broken writing palette of alabaster. It 
yas evident that the tomb had been entered-by 
robbers shortly after its construction; that, 
having beeu surprised in their work of plunder, 
they had fled hastily, leaving some of the 
objects they had stolen in the vestibule ; and 
that since that day it had never again been 
visited by man. 

Professor Maspero, who happened to be at 
Luxor at the time, was at once communicated 
with, as well as other museum authorities, 
and, although the next day was the beginning 
of the Bairam,holidays, Mr. Davis arranged to 
have the work of opening the tomb carned on 
to its completiou. Iv was decordingly opened 
the following day, in the presence of the Duke 
of Connaught and his suite, and a marvellous 
sight met the eyes of the fortunate discoverer. 
The tomb itself was not large, and its walls 
had never been smoothed or decorated, but it 
was filled from one end to the other with the 
untouched and richest spoil of ancient Egypt. 
Mummy cases encrusted with gold, huge 
alabaste vases of exquisite form, chairs and 
boxes brilliant with paint and gilding, even a 
pleasure charivt with its six-spoked wheels 
still covered by their wouden tires, were lying 
piled one upun the other in bewildermy pro 
fusidn. It was some days belore the band ot 
explorers could even ascertain the full extent 
of the ffeusures which the wmb contained. 

‘Lhe bepulchral chamber is about 30 ft. long 
and 15 ft.wide, the height beng no more than 
8ft. On the left-hand side ot the eutrance were 
the two great wooden sarcophagi, painted 
black and gold, within which the mummy-cases 
of the occupants of the tomb, a man and 
woman, had been placed. ‘he cases themselves 
were double, the onter case being completely 
plated with gold of the outside, except where: 
the face of the mummy was realistically repre- 
sented, while the,inside was lined with silver. 
The second case was similarly, plated with gold 
externally, but inside gold-leaf was used 
instead of silver. On one of the mummies a 
few objects were discovered such as were 
usually buried with the dead—a “heart-scarab” 
made to imitate lapis-lazuli, another scarab of 
black-painted wood, a gilded “dad,” the model 
of a hoe, and the like. OVer a gilded mask, 
which must have belonged to one of the mum- 
mies, a veil of black muslin, or rather crape, 
was drawn. It is the first time that anything 
of the kind has been met with in Egypt. 

The inscriptions on the cases, as well as on 
other objects found in the tomb, showed to 
whom it had belonged. It was the burial-place 
of Yua and 'I'hua, the pareuts of the famous 
Queen Teie, the wife of Amon-hotep III. and 
the mother of the “‘heretic-King” Amon-hotep 
IV., of the 18th Dynasty. It was to her teach- 
ing that the religious révolstion attempted by 
her son seems to have been due, and since the 
discovery of the cuneiform tablets of ‘T'el el- 
Amarna, the Assyriologists have believed that 
she was of Mesopotamian descent. This belief 
is confirmed by the inscriptions found in Mr. 
Davis's tomb. In these the tite of her 
parents are written in various ways, indicating 
that there was no fixed spelling of them, and 

that the Egyptians of the 18th Dynasty had 
the same difficulty in pronouncing and repro 
“ducing foreign names as their descendants 
have to-day.
